1. SUMMARY: TURKS REMAIN CONVINCED THAT GREEK CYPRIOTS ARE

TO US DO NOT BEAR THIS OUT. UN IS MAKING STRONG EFFORT TO BRING 
BOTH GREEK AND TURK CYPRIOT EXPERTS BACK TO ISLAND ASAP. WE 
EXPECT NO PROGRESS IN EXPERTS COMMITTEE UNTIL THESE DELEGATES 
RETURN. END SUMMARY. 

2. AS BEST WE ABLE PIECE TOGETHER HERE, COUNCIL OF EUROPE 
HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION MEETING ON CYPRUS APPEARS TO BE RESULT 
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BRITISH JURIST WHO WAS SCHEDULED TO HEAR GOC COMPLAINT WAS 
APPARENTLY CONFUSED BY CONFLICTING GOC TELEGRAMS WHICH REQUESTED 
SERIATIM THAT (A) COMPLAINT BE HEARD; (B) HEARING BE POSTPONED 
BUT IF POSSIBLE FINDING BE MADE ON MERITS OF COMPLAINT; AND 
(C) HEARING BE POSTPONED WITH NO DETERMINATION. ACCORDING UK 
HIGH COMMISSION AND UN SOURCES, JURIST DECIDED HOLD SESSION TO
